MAXTKNO, HIH., Sopt. 20.—The secniul 
section of thp B-g Four passeuiior train 
No. 45 cra^bod into t:he v»'ar of the first 
section that had stopped iniexpecredly at 
a point ten miles tioi'th of Kankakee, tele- 
Bcopinff one sleeper and two coaches, kill- 
ing nine people and serioiiKly injnrinc; a 
lar/zo number. 
The roar cars of tbe first 
uection were tlie Ohio and Mississippi 
Bleeper and "two chair oars, all fairly well 
filled v.'ith pasKen.i2:errt. 


Tho work of rescue was immediately be- 
gun, and one by one the horribly mutilaled 
bodips of the seven wtn'e removed from tbe 
pile of wreckage. 
The p/issenger3 in tho 
fovvTiird cars, althon;jih they received a 
severe aliaking up and many were badly 
cut and bruised, were foremost ia the 
work of carina for the injured, 


None of the trainmen are able to ac- 
count for the wreck, as a man was sent 
back fi'on) the first sfci.ion of the train as 
Boon as the stop, whicli was made neces- 
sary by some defect ve niaehinery in the 
locomotive, was made. 
This flagman has 
not been seen since the wreck, and he is 
probably the only man who can 
the 
real cause of the disaster. 
Ou tlie other 
band, it is said that tlie enirineer of tho 
second train W i i s asleep, and that the fire- 
man was throwing c(^al into the firebox. 
Both enjiineer and fireman saw the train 
ahead of them just in tirno to jump. They 
had a narrow escape for their lives. 


One of the most piliful siuhts around 
the wreck was the grief of Mrs. Chris. 
Kemmell, herself probably fatally injured. 
A number of those on biuird were from 
Dayton, Cynthiana and otlier Ohio po'nts, 
and they had secured berths near together 
in the sleeper worst wrecked. 
Into this 
car the forward end of tho last sleeper was 
driven, crusliing passengers and berths 
Into the forward end in a shapeless mass. 
M'hen Mrs. Kemmell was i-escued the 
liiiht of the lantern which shone on her 
shone beyond ou the features of her hus- 
band, who had been killed, by her side. 
She was so badly crushea that she could 
scarcely make a sound, but tlie words she 
could articulate were tearful appeals to 
the rescuers and nurses to remove her hus- 
band's body. She knew that he was dead, 
but feared that the cars would catch fire 
Dnd his body be burned.

"The first section sent back no light. 
It 
was due in Kfiukak.ee ten minutes before 
the time when the aceident took place, 
and wo never thought of its being just 
ahead of us." 


All the members of the train crews, who 
were placed under arrest, have been re- 
leased on promise to appear at tbe inquest.

ATstorim K«i!>love Got Aivuv witli S134«- 
000 In Gold UuUioii. 


PniLADKhPiilA, Sept, If — Henry 
S. 
Cochran, weiiihclork in the Philadelphia 
mint, has confessed that he is tho thief 
who stole the thirty bars of prold bullion 
from the vaults. 
He stated that for tho 
last eight or ten years he h.ul been ex- 
tracting bullion bars from the vatilt. Dur- 
ing that time he had taken $i'U,ono worth. 
AVitbiu the last ten days he had taken 
$100,000 worth. 


The method he employed was substan- 
tially this: 


By means of a crooked wire ho pulled 
the bullion bars from the top of a pile 
where they were placed crosswise, like 
railroad ties. When they fell upon tho 
floor he would, by means of this hook, pull 
the bars to the iron latticed door, the bot- 
tom of which was a little loose on one side, 
the bolts haviMi; rusti'd. 


By pusbin 
the dof)r iuwnrd on this side 
the bar of gohl could ea ly be removed. 
His habit was to do tliis stealing before 
the employes of the mint came to their 
work in the morning. 
AB tho gold bars 
only weiiih twelve to fiftef-n pounds each, 
ho could carry them home secreted in his 
lunch basket. 


In this way he took out of the vault and 
carried away $34,000 of gt>ld bullion. 
By 
means of the same hook and in the same 
way lie toffk 4>ut of the vault within thi, 
last ten days ¿ilOO.OOO in gidd bullion. 
In- 
stead of rem-iving this '"mm the mint 
buildiuii, however, he serroted it in tbe 
ventilator loft, Avbere it was found after 
ho made his confession. 


The mint employes say Cochran was at 
times very free with his nmuey. Ho owned 
six trotting horses, althi .i^h his salary 
was only $2,UOO a year. 
He has been em- 
ployed in the mint for fort \ throe years. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2O. -Henry S. Coch- 
ran, the embezzling mint emploj'-e, was 
brought before Commissioner Bell apjuin 
and a further postponement was had until 
tomorrow. 
Commissioner llell fixed the 
bail at S1T,500. Cochran said he would go 
to Moyamensing until tomorrow. 


When the case comes t o trial it is almost 
certain that a commission will be ap- 
pointed to innuire into Gt-r-hran^s mental 
condition. Thus far he has given evidence 
in every possible manner that he is a man 
of very feeble mind. 


District Attorney Ingham has received 
Instructions from Attoriiu.; General Oluey 
to push both criminal aitd civil proceed- 
ings against Cochran.

IMPORTANT POSTS FILLED. 


A Suocossor to Justice ISl:itobford aud 
uii Ambassiulor to Italy, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. SO.—The president 
sent to the senate yesterday the following 
nominations: 
William B. Hornblower, of 
New York, to bo associate justice of the 
supreme court of the United States, vice 
Samuel Blatchford, deceased. James J. 
Van Alen. of Rhode Island, to bo ambas- 
sador extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
to Italy. 


Mr. Hornblov.^er is a prominent and 
widely known New York lawyer, who has 
for many years had a very larue practice 
before the supreme court, of wliich ho 
will soon become a member. He comes of 
a family of jurists, his father having been 
the late chief justice of New Jersey, while 
his grandfather was a leadiuf? practitioner 
at the bars of his day. Mr. liorublower is 
only 42 years of ase. 


Mr. Van Alen succeeds Hon. William 
Potter, who, however, has remained min- 
ister only» never having been raised to the 
higher honor of ambiirtsadorship. The new 
diplomat is the son of the late General 
i Van Alen, an old New Yorker, who made 
a large fortune thron/ih real estate trans- 
actions. 
He married tho oldest daughter 
of William Astor. Five years after lier 
marriage Mra. Van Alen died, leaving 
three children. 
When General Van Alen 
died, James J. Van Alen came into posses- 
sion of a fortune estimated at »^,000,000, 
Mr. Van Alen's present fortune is esti- 
mated at $lii,OUO,OuO. Ho is 47 years old.

MADRID, Sept. lü.—The town of Villa- 
Canas, in the province of Toledo, has been 
devastated by floods, and a large number 
of lives have been lost. 
Heavy rains have 
fallen in the province, and the town, 
which is situated on low {ground, was in- 
undated. 
When most of the inhabitants 
were in bed the waters from the hills, 
whore there had probably been a cloud- 
burst, swept down ou the town, carrying 
away almost everything in its path. Huge 
trees that had been torn bodily from tho 
ground swept along on the crest of the 
rushing waters, and were hurled against 
the houses in their path. The trees acted 
as battering lams, and carried houses be- 
fore them. 
Jt is known that sixty peraons 
were drowned.

He believed that the slight 
decrease in receipts would be made up 
rapidly and he also predicted that the 
sale of jjostal cards would sutier.

figures bear him out.

cards 
were Iirst issued in 1874, and the iirst 
full year 91,079,000 were issued, 
lu 
the last Tear of three-cent 
postage 
379,576,750 cards were sold, but the lirsl 
year of two-cent ])ostage dropped the 
total to 339,416,500. 
It took iive years 
for the postal cartls to regain theii 
original tignres. 
The magnitude oJ 
the postal service of the United States 
as compared with that of three othei 
leading administrations of the inter 
nal postal union is placarded in a way 
to delight the enthusiastic young Ameri 
cans. 
The figures are taken from the 
reports of the iiscal year ending June 
30, 1892.

it can run with other stock and be out 
of sight of its dam. 
There it is dc- 
])ri%^edof its prepared food, expected 
to thrive on grass, fight flies in the 
sun and get water with the other stock 
at the spring or trough. 
The result is 
that the colt goes into winter quarters 
thin in flesh, stunted in growth, with 
drooped ears and a rough coat of hair. 
It holds its own through 'the winter if 
exlra feed and care be given it, Init 
good, thrifty growth is out of the ques- 
tion.—New York World, 


riRTTTNG TRKES rnoJt THK WOODS. 


Laws against obtaining money under 
false pretences might well be enforced 
at this season of the year against those 
who dig in the v/oods small or large 
trees and sell them to unwary village 
or city residents for transplanting to 
decorate the streets. 
The trees may 
be true to najne, but even the most un- 
skilled forester ought to know by look- 
ing at them that there is very small 
chance of any of them making a useful 
growth. 
A long polo, the si^e and 
length suitable for a hop pole, having 
at its lower end a few i)ieces of roots 
the size of one's thumb or linger, gives 
little in'omise of making a line tree. 
It may be done by carefully leftving 
three or four buds, not sprigs, at the 
top where the future branches are to 
be. Usurtlly, however, the top is either 
left only slightly trimmed, or else 
every bud is cut clean out, and the 
tree takes its chances of nature pusli- 
ing some buds out of the wood just be- 
low the cuts. 
This is an exhaustive 
l^rocess, and the buds do not make 
much growth the first season. 
At the 
best, a forest tree thus managed is far 
inferior to the nursery trees ihat have 
had the advantages of freipient culti- 
vation, have symmetrical 
tops 
and 
l>lenty of small roots near the trunk, 
making transiilanting so as to insure 
rapid growth a comparatively 
easy 
matter,—Boston Cultivator,

FRESH AIR FOR HORSES, 


A bright scheme is being executed 
by a New York horseman, who has a 
son or two carrying on business in the 
country. 
He 
buys horses at a low 
figure that arc young and promising, 
but are in poor conilition, and sulfer- 
ing from heat and harsh treatment on 
the leaved streets. 
He sends them by 
boat at snnill expense to his sons, who 
use them from a month to two or three 
inontbs on earth roads, give 
them 
abundant green food, and not a great 
deal of grain, and treat them to every 
liberty and comfort which the country 
aübrds and their suii'ering natures de- 
mand. 
At the same time the horses 
are not left idle. 
Tho young men are 
workers, and iiiid it necessary to work 
the horses, but this does not seem to 
interfere in any Avay with tlieir com- 
plete restoration. 
When the horses 
have imjn'oved suificiently they are re- 
turned to the city, a]id others taken 
in their place, the father and sons 
reaping a handsome proiit between the 
purchase and the selling price, as such 
horses rested, refreshed and in good 
tlesh are sometimes sold for double 
wJiat was paid for them. 


Here is a feasible oportunity for 
farmers avIio desire cheap Wi)rk horses 
and do not wish to winter tJiem, 
Men 
who know what horses nri» can buy to 
advantage animals such as'have been 
described, from early spring to sum- 
mer, woik them judiciously until they 
are m a salable condition, aud let them 
go for more than enough to compen- 
sate for any annoyance tliey may have 
nmde, and for their board, having their 
labor gratis. 
Two or three horses can 
bo returned aud sold, and i)erhap8 "a 
singhi one brought back to tho farm to 
use through the winter and sell in the 
spring. 
Many horses that are some- 
what stiliened and Jamed from im- 
proper using and excessive pounding 
ou the jjavements can bo comjiletely 
cured by driving without shoes for a 
season. 
By Matching tho feet for a 
week or two after removing the shoes 
that tiiH edges are kept tiled smooth, 
almost any liorse can be driven most of 
the year on country roads witiiout that 
appendage commonly termed a shoe, 
isew York Tribune, 


trouble with sheep. 
There are many 
diiferent explanations for this annoy- 
ance to the flock maater» but few of 
these hint at all at the fact that m'ooI 
must be fed, or it cannot grow, and 
any failure iu its nutrition must result 
in such a weakness that the fleece fails 
to keep u]) its connection with the 
skin, and thus drops off as if it wero 
severed—as it really is—at its root. 
The fleece of a hundred-pound sheep 
makes up ten ]^er cent., or more, of 
the animal's weight, anc\ it consists of 
a far greater proportion of the most 
exacting elements of nutrition than 
the flesh of the sheep docs. 
Flesh has 
seveuty-live per cent, of water iu it; 
wool has only fifteen per cent. 
Tho 
flesh has in its dry matter the follow- 
ing elements, and wool has the quan- 
tities set opposite to them. 
Thus the 
composition of flesh is: Carbon, 51,83 
percent,; hydrogen, 7,57; nitrogen, 
ir>.01; oxygen, 21,1^7; ashes, 4 , 2 3 . 
Wool: Carbon, 49.65 per cent. ; hy- 
drogen, 0.93; nitrogen, 17.31 ; oxygen, 
22.11 ; ashes, 2.0; suljdmr 2.0. 
Taking into account that the wool 


has onlv one-tifth as much water in it 
• 


as the flesh, it is easily seen that it re- 
quires live times as much of the ele- 
ments of nutrition for each pound 
weight as the flesh, and thus, if the 
fleece of a merino 
weighs 
flfteeu 
pounds and the carcass, after shearing, 
weighs 
seventy-five 
pouuds, 
equal 
quantities of food are required for the 
production of each. 
This is, perhaps, 
never thought of by any feeder of the 
flock, for, 60 far, it seems to have been 
completely ignored 
by 
all Avriters 
iqion sheep husbandry; and yet the 
importance oE it is paramount. 
The 
common ignorance of these urgent de- 
mands of the fleece for öi)ecial nutri- 
ments is, doubtless, the cause why the 
sheep sufiers so much from the exhau^s- 
tive requirements of the wool. 
As tho 
fleece must be supplied after the ani- 
mal itself, the wool suffers while the 
sheep escapes, at least to some extent; 
and as the wool cannot exist without 
its necessary accomi')animent of tho 
yolk 
and 
grease, 
which 
natural- 
ly protect it from injury by the rains, 
heat, or cold, this is to be considered 
as calling for requisite nutriment as 
well as the actual body of the animal. 
It is worthy of note, too, that as wool 
contains considerable suli)hur, this is 
also to be provided in the food. 


Every time the sheep is under fed, or 
suffers from any other cause, it apj)ears 
iu the wool, the libre of which shows 
a thin place iu it, aud each of these 
weak spots re[)resents a fault in feed- 
ing or other part of the management. 
This weakness in the fibre is ruinous to 
the wool, as it causes it to break in tho 
carding or combing, and thus becomo 
too short for the spinner, and fit only 
for felting. 
This defect is known by 
thQ woolen manufacturers and buyers 
as ''break," and makes it unsalable.. 
Consequently, the matter of feeding, 
and the regularity of it, are special 
points to be regardedby the shepherd. 
Yet it must not be su])posed that the 
wool only suffers; 
the sheep must 
necessarily suffer, for the damage to 
the wool is only one o*' the visible 
signs of injury to the whole animal. 


In estimating the amount of food 
necessary for a sheej?, all these jjoints 
are to betaken into account, aud the 
gross weight of the animal is to be in- 
creased, for estimating tho allowance 
of food by the jjroportiou to be added, 
on account of the extra dry substanco 
of the 
fleece. 
To be on the safe side 
it will be reasonable to add to tho live 
weight of the sheep fully 100 percent. ;

HOUSEHOTjD WASHING. 
A few hints in regard to the wast- 
ing of household "articles may not be 
unacce})table. 
Of 
course, 
the iirst 
thing to bo considered is the quality 
of the water; this should be always 
clear rain water when it can be olo- 
tained. 
If that is not possible, then 
other means must be taken. 
Some- 
times soft water can be obtained, but 
is muddy and therefore not suitable. 
It can be cleansed by putting into ti 
barrelful a tablespoonfiil of powdered 
alum. 
Let it stand a few hours and it 
will be clear enough for nse. 
A very 
simple way to make hard water soft is 
to put to every nine quarts of hard 
water one ounce of,quick lime, and let 
it stand until it l^ecomes clear. 
Then 
]iour it oil* into a barrel, leaving tho 
dregs behind. 
Most 
housekeexjers, 
however, have a -way of their own. 


There are various wtiys of 
doing 
washing in an easy manner. 
One that 
has been lately recommended is by 
the use of what is called wat3r-glass. 
I do not know personally anything 
about it, but it is very highly recom- 
mended. 
In using this 
tho clothes 
should be soaked over nigbt in a solu- 
tion 
of 
one part of Avater-glass to 
twenty-five parts of moderately 
hot 
\vater. 
In the morning add more hot 
water, and stir the clothes thoroughly 
with a stick ; then drain oif the liquid. 
The clothes will 
be 
found 
to 
be 
cleansed, but if it should chance that 
a few spots, are visible, put a littlo 
soap on them and rub lightly until 
they disappear. 


White liannels should be washed on 
a clear day in summer, or in a warm 
room in winter, but they should never 
be dried where there is any great heat^ 
either natural or artilicial. 
JVLike a 
hot suds with white soap iind soft wa- 
ter. 
Dissolve in eacii quart of suds a 
level teaspoonful of j^owdered borax, 
and for tho second Avashing uSe* Buds 
alone. 
While in the hot borax Avater 
jiush the liannels about, pressing and 
squeezing them thoroughly until tho 
general 
soilin;^' has "been 
removed; 
then rub all the spots with the hands. 
tSquoeze' the 
water out and do not 
wring tho garments. 
Put them into 
the second tub of suds, stirring and 
shaking thejn in the same way until 
cold enough to permit tho stiueexing 
of them out of hot water. 
Lay eaeii 
piece in soft cotton cloths and Avrap it 
up to absorb tho water ; then linrig it 
up to dry. 
White blankets should bo 
washed in tliis way; then hang taeui 
ixp in some shady place to dry 
quickly as possible, pinning one edge 
to tho line and Ciu\ifuliy straightoji- 
ing all tho others.—American l^^armer.

durinji the dog days, and employes of 
the House require shaving between 
sessions. 
The Senate tonsorial parlor 
is more exelusive, and hirelincisof that 
aupfust body are not admitted to its 
precincts. 
For thoni a special chair 
and a colored servitor are jirovided in 
the basement. 


Three coloretl barbers manipulate 
razor and scissors in the Senate shop', 
along the sides of "wliich are four bath 
rooms. 
In one of these is a box just 
big enough for the fattest possible 
Senator to get into 
Tt is closed upon 
him, so that only his head aj>pears, 
poked out through the top. 
Sfceani, 
generated by alcohol lam])s beneath, 
is turned on and fills the M'ooden 
chamber. 
It is luxury a la Russe. 


The Senator, if he chooses, takes 
hold of a steel bar inside the box, his 
feet resting on a metal pan below. 
A 
current of electricity is then turned 
on, reviving the system exhausted by 
legislative toil. 
There are two batter- 
ies, one stronger than the other. 
If 
desired their strength can be combined, 
but no member of the upper house has 
thus far been disposed to try sucli a 
powerful dose. 
Rheumatic Senators 
utilize this electricity for the treat- 
ment of their trouble. 


While undergoing the steaming pro- 
cess the Senator can cleanse himself by 
means of a little hose and sprinkler, 
regulating the temperature of the 
•water as he likes. 
On emerging from 
the box he is subjected to massage 
treatment by an expert operator, after 
•which he goes to sleep on a -wicker 
sofa. 
All the modern bathing aijpli- 
ances are here at hand, including in- 
genious siiower baths which spray the 
person from head to foot by a multi- 
tude of jets, marble tubs lined with 
porcelain, and a room with dry heat, 
which can be run up to 200 degrees 
Pahrenheit, 


All these luxuries Senators get free 
of charge. 
They pay nothing for bath, 
8have, or hair cut, unless, perhaps, by 
•^vay of gratuity. 
The barbers are em- 
ployed by the Government as '^skilled 
laborers'* at $900 a year each. 
They 
fiupi^ly their own brushes, combs, and 
razors. 
The ''tonic," hair oil, bay 
rum, etc., -which they use are drawn 
from the general supply room. 
Of 
course, the services of three tonsorial 
artists are not required during recesses 
of Congress, but at such jDeriods their 
vacant time is devoted to whatever 
•work may be assigned to them in the 
Senate wing. 


The barber shops attached to the 
House of Representatives are compara- 
tively shabby. 
They would Aot lie a 
credit to a fourth-rate village. 
There 
IB one on the Republican and another 
on the Democratic side. 
The}»" are just 
alike, but there are three chairs in the 
Democratic shop and only two in the 
Republican shop. 
The case was ex- 
actly the reverse when Mr. Reed occu- 
pied the Sjieaker's chair and there was 
a Republican majority. 
Every mem- 
ber and employe pays for his shave or 
' liair cut at the usual rates. 
The bar- 
bers are hired as common laborers at 
$50 a month. 


Twenty-live yehrn ago a laliorer em- 
ployed by the House asked leave to 
jjut in a tonsorial chair. 
Consent was 
i^ranted, and from that beginning the 
«hops have grown. 
Retween sessions 
the barbers, who are all colored, clean 
committee rooms, etc. 
One of them 
is a skilled chiropodist and attends to 
the feet of Representatives who are 
alilicted with corns and bunions. 
The 
latter do not have to pay anything for 
baths, 
Beneath the House there are 
8uperb bath rooms with huge marble 
tuos and hot chambers. 
The at- 
tendants are expert at massage. 


The testimony of the barbers is to 
the eifect that aliout forty members of 
the House during the last Congress 
used oil on their hair. 
Among 330 
odd Representatives, Lynch, of Wis- 
consin, has the most hair. 
In thatre- 
lipect he has a rival in Smith, of 
Illinois, M'hose dark locks with not a 
gray thread in them hung to his 
whoulders, 


Ex-Speaker Reed has the baldest 
Jiead. 
General Wheeler, 
though a 
small man from Alabama, has the big- 
gest beard, mixed with gray. Tarsney, 
of Mittsouri, poBsesses 
the 
largest 


shade. 
So short a time as fifty yOiira 
ago no gentleman was unshaven. 
To 
Avear any hair on the face then would 
have boon considered barbarous. 
The 
custom of shaving is Kup]>nsod to have 
first arisen from the fact that in battle 
the beard afforded too good a hold for 
an enemy. 
Among the Ronuins the 
habit was originated by Scipio Afri- 
canus. 
Beards were not worn under 
the empire until the time of Hadrian, 
who grew one for the purpose of hicl 
ing scars. 
The Oroeks sliaved them- 
selves up to the time of Justinian. L\ 
whoso reign beards became faslnotiiv- 
ble, remaining so until Constautinopl • 
was taken by the Turks. 
The ancieii. 
Germnns shaved their beards, but wcr 
mustaches. 
Their young men wero 
not permitted to shave or cut thoii' 
hair until thoy had slain a foe in bat- 
tle.

"India once did but no longer does 
enter into trade considerations as a

diamond i)roducing country. 
The Brazilian diamond, though smail, 
is often oí a liner (luality than the 
African or Indian sttnie. 
In Brazil 
the diamond is usually found in the 
sandy beds of rivers, while the Ca])e 
stones are dug out at a dejith of from 
300 to 500 feet below the surface. Tiu 
Brazilian stones are found in a kind tjf 
soft, soapy muck called blue 
earth. 
Some are almost round, while otliors 
have eight sides. 
In weight they will 
average from two to ten carats, com- 
paratively few stones above fiftoiui 
carats being found. 
This is in the 
rough. 
Cutting reduces thein nearly 
half their natural size. 


**The carat that I speak of is one 
peculiar to diamonds, 
rubies, saj)- 
phires and oi^als. 
A carat is a trifle 
over seven pennyweight Troy weight. 


'*Most of the Cape stones are sent to 
London, where they are reshi])pet] to 
Amsterdam and Antwerp, thi' great 
cutting cities. 
Diamonds are also cut 
as well in Maiden lane as in Amster- 
dam. 
In cutting diamonds thero is a 
general rule that one-third of tiu^ stone 
should be al)ove the girdle ami two- 
thirds below it. 
Tins proportion is 
sometimos sacrificed in order to avoid 
imperfection in a stone, such as black 
spots and feathers, and at least one- 
half of the stones are more or less im- 
l^erfect. 


"Again, the size and 8hai)e of a 
stone in the rough will • determine 
whether it shall be a single-cut, a full- 
cut or a rose-cut diamond. 


"You may have noticed the many 
little ijlaces or sides to a cut diamond. 
These are technically called fat'ets. A 
single-cut diamond hay eighteen facets 
and a full-cut stone has 
fifly-eight 
facets, distributed above and below 
the girdle in the proportion 
I have 
just mentioned. 
A small stone will 
usually have only the single cnt of 
eighteen sides. 
A full-cut diamond is 
callcil a brilliant, and this term is in- 
correctly api)lied sonietimeii to Paris- 
ian or paste diamonds. 


"The third, or rose-cut, is given to 
stones which are too small and thin for 
either of the other cuts. The shape of 
the rose-cut diamond is peculiar, in- 
asmuch as the stone is fiat on the bot- 
tom and faceted on top, and you will
